Axis Nations 
Get Break on 
Armed Forces 

NEW YORK. Dec. 0 (UJt>— The big 
four foreign ministers, leaders In 
the United Nations debate on plans 
■to dliann the world, will sign peace 
trcaUes (oon allowing Hitler's for- 
mer satcUItcB to keep armies almost 
OS largei and In some cases larger, 
than they had In normal pre- World 
war II days. 

The big tour arc Imposing the 
treaties on Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, 
Hunsaiy an<l Finland and. It they 
wished, could reduce the military 
utabllshmcQta ot those countries to 
any figure they wished. 

But a survey disclosed today that 
they are being reduced only to a 
status they held jnldway between 
the wbxsVQcfArt tile arm amenta race 
tor World war II began. The ex- 
cepUon to this Is the Italian navy 
which Is being stripped from' Its 
position as one ot the big tlve naval 
powers to a minor Mediterranean sea 
power. 

The military clauses of the satel- 
lite trcatlu are agreed upon by the 
big four and received unanimous 
approval at the Paris peace confer- 
ence. By comparison with the mili- 
tary clauses Imposed on Qemiany 
at Versailles they are mild. After 
World war 1 Oermany was forbidden 
an air force and speclflcall>- pro- 
hibited from using conscription 

Tlie axis satellites ot this war .._ 
not be prohibited from using tlio 
conscription system and furlheraiore 
will bo allowed authorized air forces 
although they will not have any 
bombers.

high as 110 a ton, says an executive 
of the. Oak Ridge. Tenn.. atomic 
project. 

Dr. Charles A. Thomas, vlce-prtsl- 
dent of the Monsanto Chemical 
company and now directing the con- 
version ot the Oak Ridge plant to 
non-mllllary uses, declared that at 
the present price ot rT a ton, coal Is 
the cheaper form. 

But even It technologtcat progress 

- rising coal prices bring about the 
atomic power plant. Dr. Thomas 
said, atomic energy never would wipe 
out the coal or oil industries. He aald 
It'wDUld supplement— rather than 
supplant— use of these fuels.

operation at Oak Ridge by iQia, Dr.
